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Rebel On A Texas Campus 


Press freedom, on college campuses, is a constantly 
fought for principle. Just a few weeks ago the University 
of California at Los Angeles newspaper was put under con- 
trol of the administration. 

The fight for press freedom waged by William W. 
Morris, editor of the Daily Texan, campus daily of the Uni- 
versity of Texas, hit front pages of newspapers throughout 
the nation. In a recent article in The Nation, Morris ex- 
plained the situation and his stand. 

Early this year University of Texas regents announced 
they were tightening up on Daily Texan editorial policy. 
Says Morris: “Obviously they had been highly disturbed by 
certain aspects of the Texan's categorical defense of student 
press freedom and its editorial comments on controversial 


state and national issues.” 

The Texan had gone on record against the administra- 
tion of Texas governor Allen Shive'» had deplored scandals 
which had rocked Texas in past months, had asked that the 
state’s oil and gas interests pay more taxes, had praised 
Texans for their moderate but tolerant approach to integra- 
tion and had stood firmly againet the Harris-Fulbright 


natural gas bill. 
According to Morris, “it had committed the crime of 


being vigorous and outspoken, naively idealistic and exuber- 
antly but not radically liberal in a predominantly conserva- 


tive state.” 

Previous to the board of regents announcement of 
tightening up on the newspaper's editorial policy, the board 
asserted that the Daily Texan shouki not discuss contro- 
versial state and national topics and that college students 


were not interested in such topics. 

The board of regents described their censorship edict 
as based on Jega! considerations rather than principle and 
cited a rider on state appropriation bills which says no state 
money “shall be used for influencing the outcome of any 
election, or the passage or defeat of any leyislative meas- 
ure.” The board also banned “editorial preoccupation with 
state and national political controversy.” 

Testing of the edict was prompt. Two highly critical 
editorials, a guest editorial from the New York Times, and 
several paragraphs by Thomas Jefferson on press freedom, 
written under the guise of a personal column, were sub- 
mitted to the editorial director and acting dean of the school 
of journalism, All were i¢ jected, 

A meeting of the Texas student publications board of 
directors, made up primarily of students, which is the quasi- 
publisher of the Daily Texan, approved the editorials and 
they were printed in the next day's paper. 

Student officers on the Texas campus supported the 
college publication. The applicability of the appropriations 
rider which the board of regents had cited was refuted by 
pointing out that the Daily Texan is supported by student 
activity fees and advertising rather than state allocations. 
The university's student legislature passed a free-press 
resolution by a 25 to 1 vote and the Texas Intercollegiate 
Students’ Association, representing most of the state's col- 
leges and universities, later passed a similar resolution. 

In reviewing the situation William Morris says, “If the 
board does believe in student press freedom, and | am cer- 
tain its members do, they nontheless are beginning to look 
with much disfavor upon the individual perogatives of an 
editor. There seems to be a trend toward a collectivism in 
thought and policy, in which the editors may be stripped of 
their rights on controversial topics and the board itself will 

frequently edit, subdue or censor.” ° 
-° In conclusion Morris said: “Today the trend on Ameri- 
can campuses is toward absolute censorship of college 
papers. This seems particularly true in state universities, 
where the power of the legislative purse string can be used 
to silence legitimate comment. The of cen- 
sored college papers is an affront to the dignity of the 
‘nation. The “kept” ones pour into our office from all cor- 
ners of the land, speaking their shameful, tongueless idiom.”

The acrews im his leg 
don't bother him as they do 
some people, he says. 

In spite of the injury, Tour- 
tellotte made the four-man pen- 
tathalon team. The pentathalon 
consists of five events. A day is 
allowed for each. The first & a 
3.000 metre cross country run, 
about 2% miles. The second is 
a 5,000 metre equestrian steeple- 
chase, in which the horses must 
jump over or go through various 
obstacies. The third is 300 metre 
reestyle swim race. The fourth 
is pistol marksmanship, and the 
fifth is fencing 

Tourtellotte, who was lying on 
a Korean hespital bed a couple 
of years before, heiped his team 
win fourth place in the world

If the younger generation is really “going to the degs” 
as we've always heard, they do it a heck-of-a-lot faster now- 
adays. Dave Sime (pronounced Sim), 19-year-old Duke ('ni- 
versity Blue Devil helped prove it by literally flying over 
the 220-yard low hurdles in 22.2 seconds, a new world’s 
record in that event. 

Running like the Devil wax after him, Blue Devil Sime 
calmly shattered the world’s 220 record the next weekend. 
Amid astonished faces of onlookers, the time was announced 
as 20.1 seconds. 

Another young fellow, Jim Bailey, University of Oregon 
junior, outdid himself in heating fellew Australian John 
Landy by 1 10th of a second.

That he did 
in the Far Western Conference meet here Saturday. Hank 
Elspuru clocked him at 10:21.3, 20 seconds under the school 
record. But it remains unofficial. He finished second to 
Nevada’s iron man, Cooper. Dick and Cooper exchanged 
leads throughout the race. But Cooper poured it on in the 
last lap to win by 35 vards. 

So in spite of Dick Green’s spartan performance, Joe 
Way's 10:51.3 still holds. But don’t fret. You may hear 
more of this lad yet. This is the first year he has ever 
turaed out for track. 

Unfortunately for the Hornets, SSC may loose this 
bright prospect.
